Dillon Road isn’t busy — and why that’s dangerous

Ron Norris doesn’t see many vehicles 
when he rides his bicycle on Dillon 
Road, but some of the ones that pass 
him are terrifying. 

Moving at seemingly breakneck 
speeds well above the 55 mph speed 
limit, some of them shift into the oppo¬ 
site lane in order to avoid Norris as he 
treks the narrow stretch in Sky Valley 
and Indio Hills. Others zoom by without 


maintaining a 3-foot buffer as per Cali¬ 
fornia law. 

“I’d say that everytime I ride, there’s 
at least one incident someone comes 
close and I don’t feel comfortable about 
it,” the 70-year-old La Quinta man said 
of the road,where a driver apparently 
going 100 mph struck and killed a bicy¬ 
clist participating in the Tour de Palm 
Springs on Feb. 10. 

Close calls and fatalities on Dillon 
Road aren’t surprising in an environ¬ 
ment that tempts people to drive fast on 


the 24-mile stretch between Long Can¬ 
yon Road and Avenue 44. 

It’s a mostly straight road that runs 
through the open desert, with minimal 
traffic, zero stop signs and homes few 
and far between. Dips are shallow 
enough to make joyriders feel like 
they’re on a roller coaster without wor¬ 
rying about damaging their vehicles, 
and the few existing curves have signs 
advising drivers to only slow down to 50 
mph. 

“Every other car is going really fast. 


It’s easy to do because it’s a straight 
road with nothing stopping them,” said 
Sky Valley resident Lilly Hendrickson, 
60.
